Progressive Industry 

Management and employees of 
the Bell & Howell Co. of Chicago 
annually hold a joint meeting to 
study the firm’s financial record 
and try to work out new plans to- 
gether to expand business and 
share profits, which now run from 
10 per cent of the weekly salary 
for emplovees of less than one 
year’s service to 190 per cent of 
salary for those with 25 years and 
more of service. 

The president, C. H. Percy, says, 
“There are no secrets at Bell & 
Howell and every member of the 
organization is welcome to any in- 
formation he may desire.” He de- 
scribed this as “an essential step 
toward industrial democracy.” 

Gunnar Hedberg, who has 
spent 28 years with Bell & 
Howell, stated, “When a man feels 
he is an accepted part of a com- 
pany, he is interested in his job 
and he can find a challenge even 
in assembly work, often thought 
of as a tedious occupation.” 

Suggestions are encouraged and 
those accepted draw from $5 up to 
SO per cent of the first year’s sav- 
ings achieved by the suggestion. 

Teams of Northwestern Uni- 
versity students recently conducted 
a survey of employee attitudes to- 
ward their job and working condi- 
tions. These questionaires are now 
being analyzed “to determine areas 
for further improvement in our 
harmonious employee-management 
relations.” In 1943 the company 
started a retirement trust for 
employees, financed solely by man- 
agement, which stated, “We believe 
that nowadays most men cannot 
save enough to provide a retire- 
ment income. However, they can 
save something and Bell & How- 
ell retirement is intended to sup- 
plement a man’s own savings and 
social security.” Under the  sys- 
tem, a combination of company 
pensions and social security may 
run as high as 42 per cent of a 
man’s basic annual pay.

HY STRIKE CRISIS? Here is the core of the multiple strike situa- 

tion, in steel, communications, railroads: This crisis has been brew- 
ing for months as we have frequently reported. By ’49 and early ’50 wages 
and prices had leveled off. But as soon as the Korean war hit our economy 
— before any new wage boosts were even talked about — prices shot up 
in almost everything, and profits rose to new heights, above the record- 
breaking years of ’48 and °49. Even the most anti-labor business voices 
do not deny this. The initiative then was in the hands of management. 

THE ECONOMISTS WHO HAD THE COURAGE TO SPEAK 
UP warned that business leaders must hold the line, be content with the 
high profit records of previous years, that they must not boost prices and 
profits just because a new war brought possible scarcities. When labor 
began to seek wage adjustments to this new situation, many progressive 
business leaders saw the point, made prompt adjustments; thousands of 
wage contracts were renewed at higher levels without headlines or strikes. 
But other basic industries, controlled chiefly by men who sit aloof in 
offices a thousand miles away from their mills, plants, mines and terminals 
(the same management that has always fought every advance of labor — 
the right to organize, workers compensation, pensions, reasonable vaca- 
tions with pay), again fought labor’s effort to catch up with price and profit 
levels. Men making $2000 a week demanded that men earning $65 a week 
“hold the line” to prevent more inflation, while profit records mounted 
higher. This makes just the kind of situation labor leaders like — to re- 
assert their leadership, strengthen their position. Business leaders could 
easily show how the new extra profits were needed to absorb increased 
maintenance costs, provide capital for plant expansion, etc., but the $65 
worker could show the same thing — from his kitchen to his garage. 

THE IRONY OF IT ALL is that, having fought off labor’s de- 
mands, the hour of settlement came to steel, railroads, etc., when profits 
at last were beginning to slip. So business leaders could honestly point to 
their more recent profit sheets and say “We can’t give a wage raise now 
out of profits we may not have later on — therefore, we must have a 
price raise to offset wages.” However, many authoritative economists and 
enlightened businessmen believe that profits are still so far ahead of wages 
that wage increases for the most part can come out of profit margins. 

THE SUPPRESSION AND DISTORTION of this situation by 
many newspapers (which habitually take anti-labor stands on all issues) 
pivots on these factors: (1) Thousands of progressive business leaders, 
end even many large corporations, have already willingly given the same 
adjustments to their workers that steel, railroad and communication 
workers are being lambasted for demanding — including the closed shop. 
(2) The Government position is not just the view of Fair Deal bureau- 
crates but is shared by many business leaders, such as R. L. Putnam, New 
England manufacturer, Ellis Arnall, high-salaried motion picture counsel- 
or, and many others who have been drawn in to aid Government deci- 
sions. (See Marquis Childs’ syndicated column, April 10, also “Business 
Outlook” in the Washington Post, April 9). (3) The Government is blamed 
for taking over and endeavoring to force resettlement, when it has been 
the procrastination and antagonisms of both big business and big labor 
that have brought the Government in.

Truth From Japan 


Almost all news of the distaste 
and resentment of the Japanese 
people toward the new U. S.-Jap- 
anese Peace Treaty, which makes 
Japan a military satellite of the 
U. S., has been suppressed in this 
country. Yet that opposition in Ja- 
pan is so great it cannot but have 
important repercussions in coming 
years. Details of this opposition 
have reached this country in an 
appeal to U. S. senators from 
the women members of the Up- 
per House of the Japanese Diet. 
These protests on behalf of the Ja- 
pan Women’s Disarmament Com- 
mittee reflect the views of many 
Japanese. The document is entitled: 

“An appeal of the Women of 
Unarmed Japan representing 
many women’s organizations.” The 
women point out that a constitu- 
tion was given to the Japanese peo- 
ple in 1945 by the U. S. Govern- 
ment, demanding the total disarm- 
ament of Japan and the renuncia- 
tion of war. The petition then begs 
that the Japanese people be permit- 
ted to retain this peace declaration 
denouncing war as prescribed in 
the constitution. The new Peace 
Treaty is “contrary to our ardent 
hope and we are greatly disappoint- 
ed. It is true that the representatives 
of the Japanese Government sign- 
ed the two treaties, and the Diet 
gave consent to the Cabinet to 
ratify these treaties by a majority 
vote, but it must be borne in mind 
that over one-third of the House 
of Councilors opposed the Secur- 
ity Treaty; 147 for, and 78 against. 
Moreover, the present government 
and the Diet members were elected 
three years ago (and under pres- 
sure of U. S. occupation — Ed.) 
and cannot be said to repre- 
sent the true will of the nation in 
general concerning the two treaties. 

“When Mr. Dulles visited Japan 
recently, the press reported his ar- 
rival as if the nation as a whole

U. S.-Soviet relations. Mr. Kennan, as top Russian specialist in our State 
Department, had a major part in building our Soviet “containment” pol- 
icy. He is, however, an opponent of the military extremism that has subse- 
quently characterized much of that policy. Since 1945 our Moscow am- 
bassadors have been military men which in itself has added to the danger- 
ous tendency to consider our relationship with Russia only in military 
terms. It is encouraging to know that the man who now directs U. S.- 
Russian relations rejects the view that war with Russia is inevitable or 
even probable. He believes that Russia is changing, that Soviet policy is 
subject to constant adjustments as a result of outside influence. Thus, in- 
stead of forcing decisions on Moscow through military pressure. the new 
ambassador believes we can do more to affect change in Moscow by non- 
military influences and tactics. He does not think Russia is planning to at- 
tack in Europe — or any other area. He believes there is much possibility 
of give-and-take dealings with the Soviet. Having lived much in Russia, 
having been a lifelong student of Russian language, history and culture, he 
views the Communist Revolution, for all its horror and world threat, as 
principally a convulsive phase of the long struggle of the Russian people 
towards freedom out of centuries of oppression. It will be hard for the 
Politburo to deceive him or box him in. 


ALSE ALARMS: Don’t pay any attention to the headlines about the 
Russian army’s “mobilizing” in East Germany, or elsewhere. This 

is the season for war scares; during this time of year, the Russian army 
conducts annual spring maneuvers (as does our own) with large bodies of 
troops moving about and appearing en masse in various places. When 
this occurs in England, France, Sweden, etc., it is reported as the “usual 
seasonal troop movements”, but when it happens behind the iron curtain 
it is headlined by our alarmists and military extremists as the “mobiliza- 
tion of Soviet forces”, with the menacing undertone of a war threat. 


(J ONCRETE EVIDENCE: The Soviet armament budget, which is 
’ even larger proportionately than our national arms budget, is now 
being played up in menacing terms in news dispatches. But there are oth- 
er highly significant aspects of the Soviet national life that are being ig- 
nored, which speak hopefully of the future and far outweigh the war 
threats. Soviet Russia and its East European satellites are now beginning 
vast public works projects which will absorb resources and manpower 
for years to come — canals, power plants, irrigation developments. 

Many details about the plans and about the progress thus far 
made have not been disclosed, but much has been learned of these great 
enterprises through analyses of the Soviet press, Worldover Press reports 
from Europe and N. Y. Times correspondence from Russia (June 11,51). 
The following resume reveals that these plans are not just dreams but 
comprise the greatest public works program ever undertaken by any peo- 
ple — and it is all going on NOW. 

Expected to be finished this summer, and one of the most impres- 
sive of the projects, is the great Volga-Don Canal. Once these key rivers 
have been united, large reservoirs, filled mainly with water from the Don, 
will prevent the disastrous droughts that have long afflicted this region. 
There will then be waterways connecting the Black Sea with the Caspian 
Sea, greatly facilitating the shipments of oil, grain, etc., between these 
populous and productive regions. This is all connected with another long 
canal under construction, to join the Danube River and the Black Sea. 
Sizable vessels will thus be able to traverse the Danube from Central Eu- 
rope to the Black Sea, thence to the Don, from there to the Volga, and 
from the Volga into the Caspian Sea. A canal is also projected, though 
its completion is several years in the future, just north of Czechoslo- 
vakia, which will join the Vistula and the Oder, connecting the Black 
Sea with the Baltic. 

Along the Volga, several large hydro-electric plants are to be 
completed within a few years. One of these will be located at Kuibyshev. 
about 500 miles southeast of Moscow. Its production will triple that of the 
famous Dnieprostroi Dam north of the Black Sea, which was considered 
one of the world’s marvels before Hitler destroyed it during the war and 
which the Russians have since rebuilt. The output of current from just 
this one new dam at Kuibyshev will come close to three quarters that of 
the gigantic American TVA, with Moscow using much of this power, and 
great irrigation systems stretching far over the countryside. 

Farther south on the Volga, near Stalingrad, a big dam will not 
only provide irrigation, but will raise the level of the Volga itself, per- 
mitting Russia’s largest ships to use the river, carrying ores, lumber, 
grain, oil. From the days of Peter the Great, there have been dreams of ir- 
rigation projects on the Amu Darya River, which extends northwesterly 
from Afghanistan to the Aral Sea. Communist Russia is working on such 
plans now and wiil finish the job in five years. The central scheme is the 
Turkman Canal with giant power plants and water for millions of acres.

“We had better face the problem 
we have as Americans, too. In the 
two years I spent under commu- 
nism, I became convinced that the 
Communist plan for the conquest 
of America revolves largely around 
our so-called race question. If we 
don’t solve that question, and solve 
it quickly in an American, Chris- 
tian manner, the Communists will 
solve it for us. And I am quite 
sure my white Southern neighbors 
won't like the Communist solu- 
tion. I didn’t. The Communists 
don’t make any color distinctions. 

‘“First-hand observation in Asia 
tells me that in that dark-skinned 
world the dominant white-skinned 
class in America is suspect because 
of the oppression and_ injustice 
which the dark-skinned people of 
our own country suffer at our 
hands.” 

Father Sullivan quoted Ameri- 
can labor leaders and the State De- 
partment representatives as being 
“astounded when the labor groups 
of Asia told them that the forma- 
tion of a strong right-wing, pro- 
America-Democracy bloc was im- 
possible with strong Asiatic ‘dark- 
skinned’ ethnocentrism on the rise. 
These labor groups of Asia said 
they could not feature any com- 
mon ground with America because 
of what they called our ‘national 
hatred’ of the darker-skinned peo- 
ple of our own country.” 

Father Sullivan commented, 
“Moreover, I suppose my white 
Southern neighbors love the free- 
doms and liberties they enjoy as 
white-skinned Americans. I hope 
they don’t take them for granted. 

“Half the world is now without 
those freedoms. They can be tak- 
en from us, too. And, with the 
world as it is today, you cannot 
expect to enjoy your own liberties 
and freedoms for very long if at 
the same time you deny them to a 
large segment of our population.”

Report From Finland 


COMMUNISM IS NOT INEV- 
ITABLE, even in countries right 
next door to Russia — providing 
there is a stable democratic econ- 
omy, based on the principles of 
Christian sharing. The situation of 
Finland is a case in point, — by 
contrast to the old feudalistic re- 
gimes that existed in such coun- 
tries as Poland. 

Despite her proximity to Russia, 
Finland continues to be independ- 
ent and free with an outspoken 
press. In fact, the Finns apparent- 
ly are less afraid of communism 
than are we in the U. S.— even 
with 43 Communist coalition 
members in their Parliament of 200 
elected last July. The Finnish Gov- 
ernment is made up of the coali- 
tion of the Agrarians and _ the 
Social Democrats (industrial work- 
ers). An American official, David 
G. Wilson, who directs the U. S. 
service in Finland, 
during a visit to the U. S. recent- 
ly was astonished that so many 
Americans seem to include Fin- 
land among the satellites. “People 
are surprised when I tell them I 
have been living in Helsinki and 
that it is not behind the iron cur- 
tain. There’s no panic among the 
Finns; they have been living next 
door to Russia for centuries.”

McCarthyism Helps Reds 


The conservative and sternly 
anti-Communist magazine Time re- 
ported the simple fact that Sen. 
McCarthy’s loud accusations have 
smeared many innocent officials, 
but caught not a single Commu- 
nist — and when Time refused to 
retract this statement, McCarthy 
resorted to a campaign of econom- 
ic blackmail, trying to get Time 
advertisers to cancel their contracts. 
He turned to the threat of eco- 
nomic reprisal because he had no 
legal ground for redress in the 
courts. 

Similarly, McCarthy tried unsuc- 
cessfully to pressure Duke Uni- 
versity into stopping publication of 
a factual analysis of his charges 
against the State Department. The 
Duke study was directed by a pro- 
fessor of sociology and anthropol- 
ogy, Dr. Hornell Hart, who super- 
vises a continuing project of ana- 
lyzing the facts behind controver- 
sial issues. That the Duke study 
was completely impartial is shown 
in the sharp criticism it voiced 
against the Truman Administration 
for bungling certain disloyalty 
cases. 

Dr. Hart submitted his first draft 
to Sen. McCarthy for criticism 
and analysis. The only reply from 
McCarthy’s office to Dr. Hart was 
that the Duke report was commu-

These vast projects, of which the foregoing are not all, have oc- 
casioned many technical problems, but no longer does the Soviet rely 
on American or other outside experts; these jobs are all being done by 
Soviet engineers, and the equipment is being produced in Soviet fac- 
tories. Some of the projects have lagged for lack of manpower, and there 
is evidence that, on some of them, slave labor has been used. 

It should be noted that most of these activities are far back from 
the borders of the non-Communist European countries. Those who know 
the projects best do not attribute to them any particular military pur- 
pose. They will, however, immensely strengthen Soviet economic and, 
in a secondary sense, military power. They will raise Soviet production of 
food, goods and machines to previously undreamed heights. But they will 
absorb all the Soviet surplus of resources and manpower for years to 
come. This reveals in the most positive way that this generation of Soviet 
leaders do not contemplate any major military offensive during our gen- 
eration — a view Between The Lines has emphasized through all the 
years of alarm. The Communist offensive is yet and always has been di- 
rected at conquest through a social and ideological revolution, with civil 
violence and even civil war as its instrumentality, rather than the assault 
of Russian armed power, which has been the fixation of our own politico- 
military leaders. By our own military extremism we have enabled the 
Moscow tyrants to convince the Russian people that they are in danger 
from American armed power. (For there are many U. S. sea, air and 
bombing bases close to Russia’s frontiers). Tyrants need big armies to 
hold their own peoples in subjection; we have provided the Stalinists with 
the excuse they need; they are sparing no effort “to be prepared for an 
armed assault from the capitalist powers”. 


HE FIRST SO-CALLED HYDROGEN BOMB in history will be 
tested, scientists expect, in September or October — so-called be- 
cause it will not really be hydrogen fission as was proposed when the 
project was launched. The “one thousand times more powerful weapon 
than Hiroshima,” as formerly envisioned, isn’t coming off. The true hy- 
drogen super-bomb will likely never be made. (See N. Y. Herald-Tribune, 
April 7.) No doubt the “H-bomb” that has now been built can be expand- 
ed in later models, for the original theory of the H-bomb is still consid- 
ered sound, but it has proved very difficult to manufacture the material 
and perfect the mechanism required to trigger the successive fission of 
tritium and deuterium. So a sort of compromise has been worked out, 
utilizing heavy isotopes of hydrogen, tritium and deuterium along the 
lines of the conventional nuclear explosion. The H-bomb you'll be hear- 
ing about will be from ten to fifteen times more powerful than the Hiro- 
shima model but only about three times more powerful than the more

the president of Duke University, 
threatening legal action if the doc- 
ument was published.

When Mc- 
Carthy’s statements are disproven, 
he generally responds by refusing 
to examine the damaging facts, by 
disparaging the intelligence of his 
critics, and by insisting that all 
such criticism constitute ‘Commu- 
nist Party line smears.’ 

“McCarthy’s activities have con- 
tributed little or nothing to discov- 
ering or weeding out Communists 
from our Government. 

“The notable elimination of 
Communists from the State De- 
partment (was) all achieved before 
McCarthy started his campaign, 
and McCarthy has offered no valid 
evidence for believing that any of 
the State Department ) 
whom he has 
Communist.” 

In short, McCarthy has not only 
failed to expose a single Commu- 
nist in the State Department, but 
he has actually helped the Com- 
munists by his smear techniques. 
Evidence of this latter fact comes 
from the noted FBI counterspy 
who worked in the Communist 
Party for nine years, Herbert Phil- 
brick, whose testimony helped con- 
vict the eleven top Communists in 
the historic trial two years ago.

EXCESSIVE SMOKING can 
damage the vocal cords and even 
cause tumors requiring surgery, ac- 
cording to an editorial in a recent 
issue of The Journal of the Amer- 
ican Medical Association. The 
AMA _ Journal commented _ that 
“actors, musical comedy stars, op- 
era singers and others” who lend 
their names to paid testimonials in 
favor of certain types of cigarettes 
probably don’t know the real facts 
about the relation of 
smoking to the health of the throat. 
Over-smoking can cause injury to 
the smoker’s larynx which usually 
would begin as a localized swelling 
of part of a vocal cord, then could 
later develop into a fibrous tumor 
or tumors, if the irritation persist- 
ed. Such an irritation could be 
cured in the early stages by cut- 
ting out tobacco, according to the 
AMA Journal editorial, but if ab- 
stinence did not work within twen- 
ty-four hours, the injury could be 
considered permanent. Typical 
symptoms include hoarseness and 
vocal fatigue. The AMA Journal 
conclusions were based on a study 
of 143 persons suffering vocal cord

injuries due to excessive smoking. 
These test cases included smokers 
of from 20 to 120 cigarettes a dav. 
Once more the question arises as to 
the ethics involved in unrestrained 
advertising of a harmful product. 


TRUTH IN ADVERTISING: 
The Federal Trade Commission has 
ordered the Philip Morris company 
to desist from “false and decep- 
tive” advertising which claims that 
their cigarettes are less irritating 
and possess a superiority that is 
“recognized by eminent medical 
authorities.” The Government in- 
vestigators charge that scientific 
findings indicate no difference be- 
tween Philip Morris cigarettes and 
any other brand and that the only 
superiority “recognized by eminent 
medical authorities” was reported by 
researchers hired by Philip Morris 
and working under their controls.

advanced nuclear weapons already in our possession. Atomic scientists 
have always considered talk of the great H-bomb as being chiefly propa- 
ganda, for there are only three cities or industrial areas in the world large 
enough to justify the use of such costly effort, and even then, three or 
four comparatively inexpensive conventional A-bombs could do better. 

In regard to regular nuclear weapons, scientists are ahead of tore- 
casts, both in time schedules and extent of development, (BTL, March 
15). But so are the Russians in the estimate of most scientists. 


HE RACIAL CRISIS IN SOUTH AFRICA, which has been so in- 

adequately reported in this country, is causing world-wide reper- 
cussions. There are 2.6 million whites in South Africa who are about to 
ignite a conflagration involving 12 million of their colored neighbors 
which in turn could touch off a continent-wide turmoil involving the 150 
million Negro population which surrounds the scant 4 million white mi- 
nority. Most of all, to over a billion people of color in the world, this 
South African crisis is a seething, test-tube example of what the white 
man is like, what he has tried to maintain where he could, what he is still 
trying to do in Indo-China, the Near East, Tunisia, Morocco — as well 
as Africa. The press of the foreign world is full of these reactions and 
Communist propaganda reaching millions boils with it. 

Briefly, the details in the protracted South Africa crisis are con- 
cerned with, first, the political and economic rights of about a million 
non-African colored peoples — Indians, Malayans, mixed bloods, some 
of whom have had limited political rights and who, by their skills 
and industry, have gained an increasing share in the commercial 
life of the South African community. As these non-African colored pop- 
ulations have grown and prospered, there have been increasing efforts by 
the white leaders to push the non-African groups into the same segrega- 
tion restrictions originally designed to hold in political bondage and eco- 
nomic servitude the illiterate Negro tribesmen that constitute such a fore- 
boding bulk of the entire population. 

There are of course many enlightened white South Africans who 
believe that the way to avoid catastrophe is to encourage responsibl 
colored leadership, sharing with them political and economic privileges 
so that through gradual change a peaceful, cooperative society will de- 
velop. The South African Supreme Court decision, interpreting existing 
election laws in terms of this progressive view, drew arrogant rebellion 
from the rigid white-supremacy prime minister Malan, and his col- 
leagues, whose efforts to abrogate the court ruling have thrown the coun- 
try into an uproar. The Communists are now moving in, not only to aid 
the non-African colored groups but to encourage the powerful Negro na- 
tional congress to start resistance against all segregation. In other parts 
of Africa, independent Negro states are being organized, many with 
Communist aid. The Reds hope to promote civil war, whip up blacks to 
believe that the prosperous white cities are the direct fruit of racial ex- 
ploitation, that the wealth of the white man has been torn from the hand 
and land of the black man, not a difficult thing to dramatize. 

The Malan government and its friends in this country pooh-pooh 
Communist influence and blame the Indian passive resistance movement 
in Africa for the disturbances. But any observation of the world Com- 
munist press reveals the great attention now being given to Africa by the 
Communist Internationale. With communal living the familiar pattern 
of so many African people and with race exploitation so customary, a 
very few agitators can do much. The truth is that the South African In- 
dians, led by Mahatma Gandhi's son, are the most skillful force agitating 
for racial justice and equality, with the Gandhi-ites using the Mahatma’s 
noted passive resistance; non-violent methods are thus actually providing 
an effective barrier against violent Communist tactics. But the white- 
supremacy Malan groups, in their present bigoted fury, are unable to see 
this alternative to Communist violence. 

The South African racial orgy has provided the Communist world- 
wide ideological propaganda drive with just the climactic material it 
needs. We have already provided them with the example of the white 
world, under the leadership of the U. S., pretending to be fighting for 
freedom and democracy, while we help the French hold the people of 
Indo-China in bondage and the people of Tunisia under continued bar- 
baric oppression. The U. S. delegates in the UN connived with British 
and French UN officials to keep the cries of Tunisian victims of French 
barbaric suppression from being heard in the UN on the very day Presi- 
dent Truman spoke of freedom and justice for dependent peoples before 
a conference in Washington! (See Washington Post, April 7-8). For 
months we have assisted the British and others in barring the voice of the 
oppressed South African from the UN. 

It is in this way that the Communist threat rolls on with mount- 
ing power — not with the tramp of Russian troops but with the roar of a 
chaotic, disordered world, breaking up from within. 


Looking Forward 

THE COOPERATIVE MOVE- 
MENT is becoming the great mid- 
dle way for Asia’s teaming mil- 
ons, most of whom live on the 
land. Throughout the Far and Mid- 
dle East. co-eps are getting a tre- 
mendous push, in most cases with 
official backing. Many Asiatic gov- 
ernments have sent their officials 
to study co-ops in Europe and the 
United States. Burma, Malaya, 
Ceylon. Thatland, Indonesia — na- 
tion after nation either have made 
co-ops part of their official policy 
or have vigorously encouraged the 
formation of co-ops and credit so- 
cieties by the people themselves as 
part of the broad land reform pol- 
icy. Because many of the people 
in these areas live from hand-to- 
mouth, are illiterate and generally 
unaware of democratic principles, 
their cooperative efforts might 
seem crude and inadequate by 
Western standards. But the bene- 
fits soon encourage them to 
tackle their major problems 
— such as inadequate farm tools, 
lack of credit, lack of land and 
faulty methods of marketing. By 
pooling their available resources 
while retaining individual land 
ownership, and learning to work 
together, the outlook and spirit of 
an entire community is changed. 

Ceylon, for example, has a gov- 
ernment staff of over 1300 working 
to build co-ops. In India, thousands 
of co-ops have been started in In- 
dian villages and farm communi- 
ties, with a system of government 
training for co-op leaders available 
in nearly all provincial centers. 
Japan’s government, in addition to 
aiding farm co-ops to get going on 
a wide scale, also is encouraging 
farmers and fishermen to. start 
small-scale rural processing indus- 
tries on a co-op basis, to further 
increase their low incomes. In the 
Near East, such countries as Syria 
have launched new land reform 
programs through agricultural co- 
ops as the basis of the new peasant 
communities. Many areas of the 
Far East and Near East are plan- 
ning on cooperative development 
of new irrigation projects. 

OLD AGE: Leading social sci- 
entists are making intensive studies 
of the retirement “crisis” which is 
expected in a few years, when in- 
creasing millions of America’s pop- 
ulation will be within the old age 
bloc. Improved health conditions 
are extending the life span so 
that the drain on the earnings of 
the rest of the population will be- 
come critical. Social engineers pre- 
dict that an adjustment in busi- 
ness and social attitudes will have 
to be made which will permit and 
encourage people to maintain their 
normal productive activity far be- 
yond the present 65-year limit. 
“Work longer, live longer, maintain 
independence” will be the slogan.
